—Import of goods from Pakistan under the terms of Protocol No. I to the 
Trade Agreement between the Governments of India and Pakistan — April — 
September I960, 

No. 90-ITC(PN)/60. —Protocol No I to the Trade Agreement between the Gov- 
■einments of India and Pakistan signed on the 21st March, 1900, inter.alia provides 
for import of the undermentioned commodities from Pakistan against payments in 
■non-convertible Indian rupees: — 

(i) Live stock including horses, 

(ii) Fish dry and salted. 

(Ill) Betel leaves, 

(lv) Betelnuts, 

(v) Eggs and poultry. 

(vl) Drugs and medicines Including Unani and Ayurvedic. 

k. It has now Iieen decided to grant licences-for import of the above mentioned 
items from Pakistan on the basis indicated in Anriexure to this Public Notice 
during the period April—September, 1960. These licences will be issued subject 
to the condition that payments for the goods imported will be made in non-con¬ 
vertible Indian rupees through Account ‘A’ maintained by the State Bank of India 
as provided for in Protocol No. I to the Trade Agreement between the Governments 
•of India and Pakistan signed on the 21st March, 1960. 
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3. Applications for quota licences and/or ad-hoc licences should be submitted 
In the usual form and manner to the licensing authorities concerned, as early as 
possible, but not later than the 81st July, 1960.

No. 91-ITC(PN)/60,— The following decisions with regard to the Cotton 
Textile incentive Scheme as announced in Public Notice No. 07-ITC (PN)/so 
dated the 31st October, 1958 and amended/modified/and amplified from time iu 
time, are announced for the information of the trade:— 

1. The Scheme has been extended upto 31st March, 1961. 

2. The, Incentives to Exporters of Handloom and Hand-printed Fabrics, under 
the above Scheme as announced in Public Notice Nos. 39-ITC(PN)/59 and 40- 
ITC (PN) /59 both dated 2nd May, 1959, should be increased as under: —

The increase in the Incentives will take effect from the 1st April, 1960, 

3. Attention is invited to Public Notice No. 18-ITC (PN)/59 dated the 21st 
March, 1959 in which it was clarified that conditions/restrictions mentioned in 
Append x XL m Section III of the Red-Book for import of coal tar dyes and 
thoae mentioned under remarks against Bleaching Powder in Section 11 of the 
Red-Book would be applicable to licences issued under the Cotton Textile Incen¬ 
tive Scheme. In the case of Actual User Mills earning import entitlements under 
the Colton Textile Incentive Scheme and who are actually in need of consump¬ 
tion of certain types of dyes which are at present restricted for import (other 

than banned items), the face value and other restrictions would be relaxed on 

merits. While applying to the Textile Commissioner for import entitlements, 
the Mills should specifically state what relaxations are required by them. These 
relaxa ions will be subject to the condition that the Dyes/chemicals so imported 
shall be utilised only for their own consumption and not sold to anybody else. 
Public Notice No. 18-ITC(PN)/59 dated 21st March 1959 may be deemed to have, 
been amended accordingly. 

4. It has been decided that for Mills which have newly entered the export 
field, the basic period for calculation of import entitlements should be fixed as 
1st July 1959 to 30th June 1900 or Rs. 2,000 per loom whichever is higher.
